LET'S HAVE MORE THAN AHEARING 


The first hearing on Asian American civil rights in the his- 
tory of the United States was held before the California State 
Advisory Committee to the U:3. Commission on Civil Rights， 
June 22 and 23. 


During the hearings, problems of housing，health，educa - 
tion, employment， child care, senior citizens” and imnmigrants: 
needs were aired to packed audiences. 


According to the Department of Housing and Urban De- 
velopment 701 study conducted in 1972, Chinatown has the 
worst housing conditions in all of San Francisco. We also 
have the dubious honor of having the highest rates in suicide 
and tuberculosis. Our young and able have been channelled 
into intellectually stultifying English as a Second Language 
classes merely because their performance in English language 
does not reveal their excellence in mathematics and science. 


Our workers are unemployed and underemployed. Our mo- 
thers are forced to leave their infants unattended because they 
do not want to go on welfare and the new federal guidelines 
for child care progratms do not provide for them. Over 10,000 
of our elderly are threatened with the loss of absolutely 
essential services on the imminent closing of the Self-Help 
for the Elderly due to federal budget cuts. Finally，but just 
as poignant, thousands of our people are without citizenship 
rights as a result of their utilization of the 1937 Confession 
Plan under which they were promised citizenship on confes- 
sion of “illegal entry?”. 


We commend the committee and those who had helped to 
make the hearing a Success. The Committee Showed itself 
sympathetic to minority problems and ready to consider the 
needs unique to various Asian communites. However, China- 
town has been the subject of many studies and hearings. 
There is'a point at which the information gathered and solu- 
tions considered must be implemented as a logical culmina- 
tion of such undertakings. Now is the time.

“Local industry must not vie with 
agriculture for manpower，capital 
and materials,” said the editorial. 

Due to careful planning and 
breparation the harvest this year is 
expected to exceed that of 1972. 
Winter cropbs of wheat，barley and 
rapbeseed have already done wel. 


CHINA REVERSES 
TRADE POLICY 


PEKING 一 Since the beginning 
of this year China has made deals 
to _ purchase several complete fac- 
tory systems from abroad to Pro- 
duce synthetic textiles，chemical 
fertilizer refined fuels，and petro- 
leum feedstocks. Deals include two 
factory systems to_ be purchased 
from the Japanese，worth more 
than $80 million; three fertilizer 
plants worth more than $34 mil- 
lion from 天 ellogg Continental，a 
subsidiary of M. W. 玉 ellogg Cor- 
Poration of Houston; a $27 mil- 
lion synthetic textiles plant; and a 
$41 million chemical fertilizer 
Plant from Japan. TIhe purchase 
arrangements include unprecedent- 
ed credit terms of five years. 

SELF-RELIANCE 


Up until now Peking has main- 
tained apojicy of self-reliance and 
debt-free _ trade. Ihis reverse im 
Policy is seen as an attempt to exX- 
pand domestic production so as to 
eventually reduce dependence on 
imnported goods. When the petro- 
chemical plants are fully opera- 
tioanl in five or Six years, Synthetic 
textiles wil replace some mnatural 
soOUrces and imports: At the same 
time some cotton lands will be 
freed for food production. 

In order to pay for these pur- 
chases，Peking has made anumber 
of changes in trade policy. Higher 
export Prices for foodstuffs，silk， 
and other products at the Canton 
Trade Fair and a recent one-shot 
sale of 1 million barrels of oil to 
Japan are two ways in which Pe- 
king may be seeking to generate 
greater earnings from exports.

HONG KONG 一 A would-be 
refugee who swam from China to 
Hong ong last week ended up 
back in China，according to the 
Christian Science Monitor. Li Wai- 
kong，19, swam with a companion 
across Mirs Bay to Peng Chau Is- 
land，in British territory。They 
were attacked by sharks，leaving 
Li injured and his friend dead. 

An Air Force helicopter taking 
Li to a 玫 owioon hospital was 
caught in a blinding rain squall. 
The pilot landed imnmediately, and， 
as it tumed out，back in China. 
Surrounded by 15 People's Libera- 
tion Army soldiers，the crew and 
police officer aboard surrendered

Among the factors cited for the 
phenomenal rise from 341 on the 
Hang Seng Index in 1972 to 1,770 im 
March of 1973 was the change in the 
international Situation of China. 
The outward looking policy of China 
and the reciprocity of the US and 
Japan resulted in the rush of foreign 
companies to open offices in Hong 
Kong for the expected Chinese 
trade. The effect of this was a boom 
in the property companies and these 
stocks formed the core of the 
market's Strong advance. 

LIQUIDITY 

The Property based stocks ac- 
count for the steady rise in 1972 
(from 341 to 664). The incredible 
jump in the first ten weeks of 1973 
were _ credited to liquidity.， IThe 
increase .in bank 


primarily to Hong Kong's strong 
trading position and the havoc of 
other world currencies，meant that 
the banks had a large amount of 
money to invest and loan in Hong 
Kong. 

Ironically， 让 was the banks that 
also produced the reversals of the 
last four months. Depositors，eager 
to make a quick kiling in the 
skyrocketing market，began with- 
drawing their savings. As the with- 
drawals began to leapb aphead of 
deposits，the banks had to call in 
some of the loans made for the

Though it has given 
little to the actual productivity of 
the island it has drawn in some 
business due to the interest it gener- 
ated.

visor Chinn he urged that the com- 
mission not“'get caught in a Chi- 
nese checker game and that:s 
what's happening.” 

PERSONAL 

After his testimony, Chinn com- 

mented critically on the “per- 
sonal”nature of the questioning-. 
He said in ,answer to whether he 
felt he had been“set up”by the 
commission and by members of 
the Chinese community wbho had 
input into the commission, that 站 
did seem so，but it didn't bothber 
him since he must expect to an- 
swer to the public as an elected 
official. He indicated that he was 
bothered by questions in areas 
where he should not be held re- 
sponsible，such as the political ap- 
pointments. He had not been 
aware of Choy?s earlier remarks 
and said he had not been informed 
far enough in advance about the 
hearings and their scope. 

Concerning his availability to 
various points:of view in the Chi- 
nese comimunity，Chinn said that 
many people who disagree with 
him just don't bother to try to 
communicate and might be sur- 
prised to find how available he 
might be to them . 

TRANSLATOR 

Lambert Choy caused the com- 
Imittee to go into a huddle over 
the question of . Cantonese trans- 
lation of the English testimony- 
Choy blasted the committee's in- 
sensitivity，and chairman Herman 
Sillas answered that the Point was 
well taken. Choy indicated that 
there was an interpreter in the 
room. Sillas buddled with staff 
fielq representative Michael Ishbi- 
kawa to decide what to do. Sillas 
offered the interpreter，Chiwah 
Wong，$5 per hour,，and the hear- 
ings continued.
